THE POSTOFFICE BUILDING. 


The success of Senator Stanford in se­ 
curing an increase of $50,000 in the ap­ 
propriation for the public building in Sac­ 
ramento has been seconded in the House 
by Mr. McKenna, and the sum has been 
raised $50,000 more by the committee re­ 
porting the bill, with the total of $200,­ 
000. 
This will send it back to the Senate 
for concurrence, but it is certain to lie 
there approved. 
We may hope, therefore, 
for the speedy passage of the measure, and 
that another year will see the building 
well advanced. 
The i»eople of the district 
will not forget the services of Representa­ 
tive McKenna in securing the appropria­ 
tion where it was most endangered. 
A 
dispatch of yesterday conveys the 
in­ 
formation that Mr. McKenna will now 
make 
an 
effort 
to 
get 
the 
bill 
through some time this week. 
It was a 
right thing to do to order a public build­ 
ing erected here in the first instance. 
As 
a matter of economy it 
was a wise 
step. 
The only regret is that the de­ 
lay 
in 
getting 
things 
into practical 
shape has been so great. The Government 
has selected the ground and it has been 
paid for and is in possession of Federal 
authority. 
Another lot adjacent to it 
should be added to the origiual purchase 
and the increased appropriation will just­ 
ify it. 
Public-spirited citizens have se­ 
cured the refusal of this lot for the Gov­ 
ernment by pledging (heir personal credit. 
\\ hen the bill shall have finally passed, 
there will remain but one obstacle lo 
commencing work upon the structure the 
coming fall, and that is the abandonment 
of jurisdiction over the ground by the 
State of California. 
That action cannot 
be taken until the Legislature meets in 
January, 1889. 
But if, as it has done in 
other cases, the Federal Government will 
waive the abandonment for a short time, 
several months of time can l>e gained in 
advancing the work. That is to say, if 
the Government can he prevailed upon to 
order the plans drawn, specifications pre­ 
pared, contracts let, etc., prior to the meet­ 
ing of the Legislature, the whole scheme 
will be advanced by nearly a year. 
If 
however, no preparatory steps can be 
taken and nothing whatever done until 
after the Legislature acts, it will be far 
into next spring l>efore the Federal au­ 
thorities will begin to make ready for the 
work, and a second rainy season will set in 
long before the walls of the structure are 
up. 
W hat needs to l>e done now, there­ 
fore, is to continue the effort to secure the 
waiver of the abandonment for a few 
months. 
If that is achieved, all the prob­ 
abilities are that the building will at least 
lie under roof when the rain of 1889 
comes on. 


The New York Erening Post sees fit to 
take up Mr. Cleveland’s cudgel in the 
trouble with the Grand Army Posts. 
It 
insists that it understands the aims and 
purposes of the Grand Army better than 
the membership. 
Now, if a respectable 
nim berof the Grand Army in New York 
ai: 1 Brooklyn feel so aggrieved liecausc of 
tin position of the Democratic Adminis­ 
tration upon pensions, and the disposition 
of battle tlags and other matters, that 
they do not wish to lie reviewed by 
Mr. Cleveland, it seems to us that their 
objections rre worthy of a hearing. More­ 
over, since the Grand Army organization 
is exactly upon a level with other confra­ 
ternities, and is socially, politically and in 
every other way on the plane of Odd Fel­ 
lowship, Redmanship, Masonry, and all 
other private civic associations, that it is 
the business of the Order when and before 
whom it will march, and not the concern 
o f anyone else. 
When the Post declares 
that “ this sort of thing is rapidly making 
people weary of the Grand Army,” it is to 
be replied that it is the Grand Army’s af­ 
fair alone and not a matter justifying abuse 
of it. 
Even admitting, for argument’s sake, 
that it is in bad taste, and rude and inde­ 
fensible to object to the President of the 
United States reviewing a Decoration Day 
parade in New York, it is the great 
American privilege of the Grand Army 
man to act in that way—as they say in 
Arkansas, “ there's no law agin it.” 


T h e parish of Plaquemines, on the 
Mississippi, below New Orleans, has a 
small population. 
The election formerly 
occupied three days in 
Louisiana; 
a 
properly qualification for the voter was re­ 
quired in 1840-4. 
In 1840 the vote of the 
parish was Democratic 2-50, Whig 40. 
In 
1842, 179 and 92 ; in 1843, 310 and 30 ; in 
1844, 1,007 Democratic and 37 Whig. The 
issue in the latter case was the question of 
the admission of Texas. 
The political 
bosses of that day determined to give the 
Mtate to Polk, though at heart Louisiana 
was for Harry Clay, and even as it was 
Clay received in Louisiana 13,083 and 
Polk 13,i s2. 
It will be seei; that in the 
parish named the Democratic majoritv 
had not exceeded 274, and that up to the 
veer before the Clay and Polk campaign, 
the vote indicated no material increase in 
population. 
Yet in a few months the vote 
jumped from a total of 310 Democratic to 
1,007, and the Whig vote advanced only 
from ”t> to 37. 
Hence, the vote of that 
parish gave the State to Poik. 
An inves­ 
tigation was had and fraud of the boldest 
character proven—namely, in refusing to 
hear challenges to Polk votes, and in 
carrying steamer loads of Polk voters from 
Nc'i Orleanes to Plaquemines and voting 
them in herds. 
So that it appears the 
methods o: to-day in ixmisiana are not 
{greatly different now from what they were 
forty-four years ago, and that Democratic 
election tickets have not changed in stripe 
or snot.

OLD EL DOKADO. 


T h e F ir s t E x e c u tio n —L lp sey a n d L o ca n 
H a n g e d fo r M u rd er. 
Since the railroad has been completed to 
Placerville, and the proposed El Dorado 
reunion at “ HaDgtown" to-morrow, many 
reminiscences of early times have come to 
light in print. A few days ago the R e c o rii- 


U n io n stated that the hanging of Lipsey and 
Logan, in 1854, was the first legal execu 
tion in the county. Since the publication of 
the article three Ei Dorado pioneers have 
called at this office and stated that the date 
was wrong : that the execution took place 
in 1852. The article was written by one of 
the R e c o r d - U m o n force, who was present 
at the hanging, and as he did not arrive in 
California until January, 1854, he defended 
his item. Iu searching for data in the files 
of the old Sacramento Union, the following 
clipping from the Miners' Advocate appears 
on November 6, 1854 : 
“The execution of Jam es Logan, for the 
murder of Fennel at Coonhollow, and 
W illiam Lipsey for the murder of Powel 
son at Cold Springs, took place yesteiday, 
Friday, 3d inst. 
They were the first crim­ 
inals ever executed by the officers of the 
law in El Dorado county, and the assem­ 
blage of people was larger than was ever 
known in the connty, or probably ever will 
be again. Early in the morning the differ­ 
ent roads leading from Coloma 10 all parts 
of the county, even the most remote, were 
literally lined with one continuous mass 
of hum an beings—some on foot, some on 
horseback, and others in carriages, coaches 
wagons, carts, etc. So intense and wide­ 
spread was the morbid curiosity which 
had been excited, that it seemed "as if the 
whole people of the county was controlled 
by an invisible power directing their steps 
to Colonia. Citizens, Chinamen and Digger 
Indians—all seemed to be controlled by the 
same influence. 
“ At 12 o’clock m. the Sheriff proceeded 
to take the prison, rs from the jail to the 
scaffold which had been erected on the 
hillside. The Colonia Hook and Ladder 
Company, armed with guns and revolvers, 
formed a hollow square around the wagon 
provided to convey the prisoners. Logan 
walked out of the jail with as much ap­ 
parent indifference as a man could well 
manifest under such circumstances; and 
although his head was ’ silvered o'er with 
age,' 
notwithstanding 
the 
fate 
that 
awaited him, he stepped into the wagon 
that contained his coffin with the buoy­ 
ancy of youth and the vigor of manhood, 
scorning the assistance that was proffered 
him. 
“ W ith Lipsey it was cntireiy differ­ 
ent. 
For 
a 
week 
he 
had 
taken 
scarcely 
any 
food ; 
he 
was 
debili­ 
tated in body and broken in spirit. It was 
very apparent that he realized fully his 
awful situation. H e was assisted into the 
wagon and remaiued 
as one dead or 
chained to his seat, until he reached the 
place of execution. 
Logan ascended the 
saallold with a firm step, bible in hand and 
for all the world with the air of a preacher 
of the Gospel about to address a sinful peo­ 
ple whom he was anxious to exhort to re­ 
pentance. 
Lipsey was almost carried up— 
Ills eyes were fixed, and presented a vacant, 
death-like stare. 
“ Sheriff Buel in a loud, clear voice read 
the death-warrant to 
W illiam Lipsey. 
W hen Lipsey was told to speak if he 
wished, he merely shook his head in a 
negative response. 
"The death warrant was then read to 
James Logan. The Bible was still in his 
hand and opened where there was a plate 
representing the crucifixion. The night 
E 
revious, in the jail, he had opened the Bi­ 
le at the same place, and, pointing to the 
plate, remarked to one of the Deputy Sher­ 
iffs : ‘T here! Mine is a similar case. I 
have been persecuted even unto death, and 
am going to die to-morrow the victim of 
false testimony.' W hen the Sheriff asked 
Logan on the scaffold if he had anything to 
say, he laid down his Bible and addressed 
the vast sea of hum an heads that sur­ 
rounded the scaffold. He said he stood be­ 
fore them a condemned man, the victim of 
false testimony. It was true that he had 
taken the life of a fellow-creature, bnt that 
he had committed the deed in self-defense. 
H- went to the claim where the tragedy 
took place, not as had been said—to kill 
Fennel—but because the claim was his 
own, and he went to get possession of it. 
His own rash threats had brought him to 
the scaffold. In answer to propositions to 
settle the difficulty by law or arbitration, 
he rashly replied there was a shorter and 
better way—but he did not mean it. He 
went to get possession of his mine, but did 
not snap or present his pistol—he merely 
showed 
it. 
It 
was 
merely 
a 
sin­ 
gle-barreled pistol. Fennel 
went 
and 
got 
a 
revolver 
and 
came 
back, 
and presented it at him cocked. Fennel 
was advancing upon him with a cocked 
revolver when he presented his single-bar­ 
reled pistol. Any other testimony than 
this was false. He only snapped his pistol 
a second before Fennel did his. The man 
who swore that he snapped his first swore 
to a lie, for they both snapped together. 
He had warned Fennel not to advance. 
He got behind Swift, and if the latter had 
stood his ground nobody would have been 
killed, but Swift flinched anil stepped to 
one side. H e then had to be killed him ­ 
self, kill Fennel or run away. lie fired 
and Fennel fell. 
“ In view of the halter (to which he 
pointed with his finger), and in the pres­ 
ence of that God before whom he was so 
shortly to appear, he was new speaking the 
truth. H e would never have been hung 
if he had not had a principle of courage in 
his composition ibat prevented him from 
running away. He liad said that he was 
not afraid of a pistol, and that he would 
not run from one. He exclaimed: ‘ Would 
to God I had run away ! ’ He did not seek 
Fennel’s life; he was 110 murderer. He 
had siuned against God's laws in not run­ 
ning away from Fennel, hut not against 
the laws of his country. ‘ Pelhinks swore 
falsely when he said i went to the claim to 
kill Fennel. 
I have lived 47 years, fellow 
citizens—no. 1 3111 not a feilow-citizen—47 
years without committing murder; and, if 
I did kill a man who otherwise would Lave 
killed me, I die innocent of murder. The 
Court, jury and District Attorney treated 
me like a murderer for simply defending 
my own life. Everything has been against 
m e—nothing in my favor.' 
“ H e spoke for quite a while, repeating 
considerably, when Sheriff' Buel informed 
him that the hour appointed for the execu­ 
tion was at hand. 
“ Logan stopped speaking and turning to 
Rev. Mr. Taylor, said: ’ We had better 
spend the remainder of the time in prayer.’ 
" The prisoners were then placed on" the 
drop, the ropes about their necks, the long 
white shrouds put on, and the black caps 
drawn down over tbeir faces. 
Meanwhile. 
Logan uttered an inaudible prayer; Lipsey 
remained silent and motionless. Rev. Mr. 
Taylor addressed the Throne of Grace in 
an eloquent, appropriate and solemnly im ­ 
pressive manner, when the drop fell ! By 
an accident as unaccountable as it was im ­ 
possible to prevent, both knots slipped— 
notwithstanding they had previously sus 
tamed a weight of 450 pounds each. Each 
dropped six and a half feet, the distance 
fixed for the prisoners to fall. 
“ Immediately after striking the ground 
beneath the scaffold, Logan pulled the cap 
from his eyes to see if Lipsey had come 
down with him, then rose to his feet, and 
with little assistance (the untying of his 
feet) reascended the scaffold. Lipsey had 
to be carried up, though be had not been 
seriously injured by the fall. No disturb­ 
ance was created by the fall, except that 
nearly the entire crowd seated on the hill­ 
side involuntarily rose to their feet. 
The 
prompt action of Sheriff Buel and his 
deputies in the premises prevented the least 
manifestation of excitement, farther than 
was exhibited by some hundred or so of 
spectators, who fled precipitately from the 
scene of the execution. 
“ The ropes were speedily readjusted. 
After the cap had been drawn over his eyes 
and just before the rope was to be cut, Lo­ 
gan asked the time of day and demanded 
to see a watch. The cap was raised and a 
watch presented. He remarked, ‘Ah, you 
Lave twenty minutes yet ; if it was 2 
o’clock 1 would demand my liberty under 
the law'.’ 
“ Lipsey required support to stand up. 
Alter being placed ou the drop a second 
time he said in a suppressed tone of voice, 
as if to him self: ' I don’t think I am a 
murderer at heart.' Just before the rope 
was cut he said : • Be as quick as you can, 
I am f3ir.ting; I am just gone.’ 
These 
were his las; words. Logan's were. ‘ Lord 
Jesus, receive niy spirit.

KILLED ON i HE HILL. 


A n o th e r B r a k e n ia n M ee ts H is D e a th in 
The S h ed s. 
Captain John F. Brown, of this city, for 
many years a braketuan in the employ of 
the Southern Pacific Company, was in­ 
stantly killed while walking on top of a 
freight train, between Sum m it and Cisco, 
on Tuesday evening. H e was the rear 
brakeman on the west-bound freight train, 
No. 14, which was to meet the overlatid at 
Cisco. The train was about one mile west 
of Summit, at a point where the snow- 
sheds are numerous, and he was going to 
his sttaion to be ready to put on brakes 
in case of necessity as the train descended 
the steep grade. W hile in the act of step­ 
ping upon one of the high cars that are 
sent out by some of the Eastern roads, his 
head came in contact with the timbers of a 
snow-shed, iDto which the tram was passing, 
and he was instantly killed. Brakeman 
Stinson, who was a few cars ahead of de­ 
ceased, saw him fall back upon the car, 
and immediately rushed to his assistance, 
but he was already dead. The timber had 
struck his forehead and dashed out his 
brains. 
The body was lowered into the caboose 
and brought down to Auburn, the county 
seat of Placer coumy. where an inquest 
was held yesterday. The remains will be 
interred in this city. 
Deceased leaves three children, two girls 
and a boy, who are living here. 
He also 
had two brothers and a sister residing at 
Lakeport. An effort was made yesterday 
to notify them by telegraph, but’ the wire 
was down somewhere on the line, and the 
message did not get through. 
During the late war Captain Brown was 
in command of Company G , Seventh Iowa 
Cavalry. He was a brother-in-law of Miss 
Mary McKee. He was a sober, industrious 
and faithful man, and his untimely death 
will lie deeply mourned by a large circle of 
friends and acquaintances.
